Washington, April "> — Thrt 
forthcoming rivers and harbOT'i 
bill will carry a total of $1,650, 
000 for the Ohio river. 

Of this amount $1,160,000 N 
cash and $8,000,000 is author- 
ized, with $500,000 cash for coa- 
tinuing improvements.

Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, a member o: the com- 
ui it r>>, said the" bill is a pre - 
nonnoad step forward. 

"There was a general feeling 
in the committee," said Senator 
Simmons, "that an annual river 
add harbor bill was essentially I 
necessary to put oar waterway-i 
in condition to handle our grow 
ing commerce. In a way tho 
bill is carrying out one of the 
platforms of the National Rivern 
and Harbors congress, and there 
should be a bond issue to take 
care of the improvements in tho 
event that current revenue*, 
were not of sufficient amount to 
make an appropriation of $50, 
000,000 f or tea years p ossible."

Former President Visits Tombs of Ra- 
phael, Kings Victor Emmanuel 
and Humbert. 

Rome.— Twice ex-President Theodore 
Roosevelt was the guest of King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel on Monday. The king 
received the ex-president at an early 
hour at the Quirinal with particu- 
lar warmth, and they balked together 
for nearly an hour. In the evening 
there *as a grand dinner at the palace 
given by the king and queen in honor 
of Col. Roosevelt and his family. Great 
preparations have been going en for 
this event, and the queen herself direct- 
ed all the arrangements, desiring that 
no detail should be neglected.

The formalities of the reeeption con- 
eluded, King Victor personally conducted 
Mr. Roosevelt to the hall of the palace.

The sov- 
ereign explained that though they would 
dine together at the court, he desired *o 
see and talk with his guest further 

From the Quirinal Mr. Roosevelt drove 
to the Pantheon. Beyond the charm of 
his ancient memories, this spot is sacred, 
as it contains the tombs of Rujihacl, 

his country, and Killer Humbert. At the 
sntranei to the temple Mr. Roosevelt 
was saluted l>\ tin- veterans of the wars 

two years have guarded night and day 
the tomb of their chief. 

The guest shook hands with each of 
the veterans, congratulating them upon 
the honorable duty in which they were 
engaged and saying that he had wished 
not to leave Rome without paying trib- 
ute of respect to the memory of the 
founder of United Italy.. He brought 
two wreaths, which were placed upon 
the tombs of Victor Emmanuel II and 
Humbert. 

The determination of Mr. Roosevelt to 
forego an audience with Pope Pius X 
rather than subscribe to the conditions 
imposed by the Vatican has created a 
sensation. This unfortunate and unex- 
pected incident overshadows every other 
feature of the distinguished American's 
visit to the Eternal City. 

Mr. Roosevelt sought an audience with

Washington.— The question of the 
Japanese spies held at Manila by this 
irovernment has ^.jelO an important if 
not a serious affair. 

Instruct ions were cabled Thursday to 
the attorney general and the secretary 
of justice of the I'hilippines by the war 
']< paitniciit, detuiling the proper pro- 
ceedings. 

These instructions, it is stated, are 
concurred iu by the state department, al- 
though the state department declares it 
has nothing to do with the case. 

The silence of the state department in

HE ARRIVAL, of the month of April, 
with It* recurring anniversary of 
the birth of Thomas Jefferson, has 
served again to direct public atten- 
tion to the project for securing as 
a national memorial the mansion 
and estate of Montlcello, the famous 
Virginia borne of the author of the 
X W . Declaration of Independence. Next 
W f W to Mount Vernon, Montlcello Is un- 
doubtedly the moat historic and moat Interesting 
private habitation In America. Not only was It 
the residence for more than half a century of 
one of the most admirable heroes of the repub- 
lic and the last century's most celebrated rendex- 



the sleeping chamber In which 
Jefferson died. 

The house at Montlcello wm 
32 yeara In building. Begun In 
1770, It was not completed until 
1802 and It cost, according to the 
account books of the famous ar- 
chitect and builder, the sum of 
$7,200. The bricks were not Im- 
ported from England, as In the 
case of many of the old Virginia 
mansiona, but were made on the 
ground by the slaves, of which 
Jefferson had at one time sev- 
eral hundred. The ornamental 





the resources of the 8age of Montl- 
cello. who had not at any time In his 
life a fortune of much more than a 
qr.arter of a million dollars. In enter- 
taining bis guests, many of whom 
were almost total strangers, who came 
from Idleness or curiosity, Jefferson 
went heavily Into debt. In an effort 
to extricate himself he sold a large 
portion of his estate and even wished 
to dispose of Montlcello by lottery, 
but the legislature of Virginia would 
not sanction this. He did, however, 
sell to the United States congress his 



■voua for statesmen, but this stately 
mansion, designed and built as well 
as occupied by Thomas Jefferson 
stand* today In a perfect state of 
preservation, the finest remaining ex- 
ample of the old southern plantation 
manor house of the colonial period. 

This noble seat, which ranked as 
the most Imposing In Virginia at a 
period when the Old Dominion was 
dotted over with baronial holdings, 
la situated In the broken and pictur- 
esque Piedmont region and la reached 
from the quaint little city of Char- 
lottesville via a winding road that has 
a sharp Incline. En route to the emi- 
nence on which the mansion stands 
the visitor passes the tomb In the 
woods where repose the remains of 
the famoua master of Montlcello. 

The nucleus of Thomas Jefferson's 
Virginia estate he Inherited from his 
father, the tract comprising some 1,900 acres. 
At that time "the best highlands of Albemarle" 
were rsted as worth not more than $2 per acre, 
i- ir the earning capacity of the property Is Indi- 
cated by the fact that from the outset It netted 
Jefferson not less than $2,000 a year. The found- 
er of the Democratic party gradually Increased 
his holdings and In the year 1774 possessed 
more than 6,000 acres. Then several fine farma 
came to him as his wife's dower and thus the 
period of the Revolution found him one of the 
richest landed proprietors in the south. 

Jefferson chose a3 the site of his home the 
-crest of a hill which he designated Montlcello, 
the Italian for l ittle Mountain. Assuredly nc 
more beautiful or Inspiring location could be 
imagined and veteran travelers all agree that the 
magnificent panorama which lies spread out be- 
fore the gaze of the observer on this height is 
unsurpassed anywhere In the world. The little 
mountain on the apex of which Jefferson placed 
his residence Is 580 feet high and In the form 
•of a cone. It slopes eastward one and one-half 
miles to the Rlvanna river. 

Jefferson's birthplace Is In sight of the por- 
tico at Montlcello. Seemingly almost directly 
Uelow la the University of Virginia, which waa 
founded by Jefferson. President Monroe lived 
•eight miles down the valley and the home of 
President Madison was but a few miles north. 
Incidentally it may be mentioned in passing that 
these three ex-presldenta of the United Statea 
assembled at Montlcello to welcome Lafayette on 
the occasion of his visit to the United States. 
From the cupola of his mansion Jefferson could 
.(axe upon 12 of the richest counties of Virginia, 
and In one direction the view extends to the 
Blue Ridge mountains, nearly 60 mllea away. 

The top of the hill which Jefferson had deslg 
nated Montlcello be had leveled off for a build- 
ing site, 600 by 200 feet In size. On this he 
erected his spacious mansion, which, with its 
wings or colonnadea, Is In the form of a gigantic 
letter E. The center of the letter ia the man- 
sion proper, while extendllng from it In position* 
somewhat corresponding to the arms of the E 
are wings, the flat roofs of which form prome- 
nades. The arrangement of the house In so far 
as these wings cr colonnades are concerned la 
very similar to that of the restored White House 
at Washington, In the designing of which Jeffer- 
son had a hand. 

The mansion at Montlcello la of the Doric or- 
der of Grecian architecture, with heavy eornices 
and massive balustrades. The Interior la in the 
Ionic style and It must be admitted that there 
is little about this magnificent home suggestive 
of Jeffersonian simplicity. The front hall re- 
cedea six feet within the wall of the building 
and a portico projecta about 26 feet, with stone 
pillars and ateps. 

In the Interior the hall or main room of the 
house extends to the full height of the building 
and is typical of the spaciousness of the house. 
There is a gallery under the celling where the 
ladles of the household could observe all that 
went on at the receptions which Jefferson fre- 
quently gave and where the band was atatloned 
when he gave a ball. Opening from thla hall are 
the salon or drawing room, the library, where Jef- 
ferson housed the major portion of his famous 
collection of 13,000 books, the dining room and

material for the house was brought from Phil- 
adelphia and every nail used In the construc- 
tion was forged In a nail factory which Jef- 
ferson established on the place and a me- 
mento of which Is found in the vine-covered 
ruin of the brick building provided for this 
manufactory. 

After serving two terms as president of 
the United States Jefferson took up his resi- 
dence at Montlcello and there led a life very sim- 
ilar to that of Washington at Mount Vernon. 
Montlcello waa, from this time forward, the scene 
of the most lavish hospitality ever known even 
In a land famous for lta hospitality. In the end 
Jefferson, kind-hearted and pleased to play the 
host, waa imposed upon unmercifully. Life at 
Montlcello, for yeara. resembled that at a famous 
watering place. 

Whole fnrallles journeyed to Montlcello in 
their coaches— parties made up of fathers and 
mothers, children and nurses— and remained 
for periods of from three to six months. One 
family of six persons came from Europe and 
made a visit ot ten montha. After a short tour 
of the United States they returned and remained 
six months longer. One man came to present a 
letter of Introduction and remained three weeks. 
Thirty-seven house servants were required for 
the domestic service, as can be Imagined when It 
is stated that as many as 50 guests were fre- 
quently entertained over night at Montlcello. 

Naturally such "grafting" was too much for 



valuable library, a sacrifice that cost him more 
mental anguish than any other he could have 
made. However, he died with many of his .obli- 
gations yet undischarged, but, be it said to the 
credit of his heirs, every debt was ultimately 
paid. 

After the death of Jefferson Montlcello passed 
Into the hand* of a man who found himself un- 
able to keep up the estate and who eventually 
sold It to Commodore Levy, a retired officer of 
the United States navy, for the sum of $10,000. 
Levy several times offered It to the United 
Statea government or to patriotic societies, but 
none of them ever accepted his offers— it is said 
because he wanted too high a price. At his 
death the property passed to his son, Jefferson 
M. Levy, a New York lawyer, who has made some 
effort to preserve Montlcello In Its pristine glory. 
Montlcello is visited by Increasing numbers of 
tourists every year and bids fair to become In 
time the strongest rival of Mount Vernon as a 
shrine for patriotic Americans. 



The city, it appears, is honored by having 
built quite recently the first Hindu temple In the 
western world, or, to be more exact, In the Uni- 
ted States, a San Francisco letter to the Port- 
land Oregonian says. The temple has been con- 
structed under the supervision of those of the 
Vedante faith. 

The temple Is In charge of two Hindus, both 
nwatnl, or high priests of their faith., the chief 
of these being a Hindu named Prakasbananda, 
who directs affairs. The building, which Is a 
three-story structure, Is copied after the great 
temples ot India. The first two stories are after 
the style of the ordinary American dwelling, but 
the third takes on the Oriental style. There is a 
balcony wltb Moorish columns and It Is on this 
balcony that the Brahmancharlns, or neophytes, 
as the ten white men who aaplre to priesthood 
are known, take their daily exerclae. Some of 
these neophytes work at dally laboi, but for the 
moat part they remain in the temple and do only 
sacred work. 

On the roof of the temple are small towers, 
which are duplications of the predominating fea- 
tures of the big temples In India. In view of the 
fact that this is the first temple of Its kind erect- 
ed In America, there la, surmounting all, an 
American eagle. 

Inside, the first thing that strikes the visitor 
is the absolute lack of the Oriental In the fur- 
nishings. Everything is severely American. 
There is an assembly hall capable of seating 200 
people and It is here that the lectures are gJven. 

Across the street is a nunnery, in which there 



are installed seven American women, who have 
taken the vows of the Vedante faith. Although 
closely secluded, they are permitted to attend the 
daily services that are held In the temple. 

Strangely enough, the Hindus In charge do not 
minister to those of their own faith, but cater 
to Americans, and particularly to those of wealth. 
They have a society, known as that of the en- 
listed members. They are the ones who keep 
the bills paaid and the ones who attend the lec- 
tures that are given.

— Cecil Fraser, aged 
68 years, park engineer for Louis v lie 
and assistant landsoaper on the capitol 
grounds, died here from paralysis with 
which he was sttick-n in Gov. WIU- 
son's office when attending a meeting 
of the Capitol Commission. 

1^-ltchflc.M, Ky.— Charles Carroll, a 
16-year old son of a prominent farmer, 
was assassinated at his home at Goffs, 
Edmondson county, by a band of 12 
masked men. Carroll was called to 
the door ot bis home and shot in the 
hack. 



ANXIOUS FOR 6UCCESS0R. 



Frankfort, Ky.— Gov. Willson Is the 
busiest man in Kentucky now, pre- 
paring to slice some more republican 
pie. He has several very Important 
places that he must fill. The most 
Important Is that of the office of state- 
superintendent of public instruction. 

Superintendent Crabbe would like 
to have the governor act on his res- 
ignation as soon as possible, for he 
desireB to take part In the commence 
ment exercises of the Eastern Nor- 
mal school as the president of the In- 
stitution. Prof. Ellsworth Regestlne, 
of Newport, is mentioned aa Crabbe'a 
successor. Gov. Willson has his name 
under consideration, but there Is no 
telling, for it is understood that Gov. 
Willson has a great admiration for 
former County Superintendent Tay- 
lor, of Pulaski county, who was sac- 
rificed by the new Bchool law. 
There Thatcher's Old Job. 

The office of State Inspector and 
Examiner M. H. Thatcher will be- 
come vacant as soon as he receives 
his commission as a member of the 
Panama Canal Zone Commission. 

W. E. Bldwell, formerly the head 
of the banking department under 
Secretary of State Bruner. Is tipped 
for the Job. for he Is one of Gov. Will- 
son's favorites. This position pays 
$2,500 a year. 

By June 1 the printing commission, 
of which Gov. Willson Is a member 
and chairman, must appoint a suc- 
cessor to J. W. Kedden, the present 
superintendent of public printing. 

Another good Job to be given out is 
that of the clerk to look after the 
stamping and recording of the inter- 
est-bearing warrants. This place wae 
created by the recent legislature, and 
the clerk will be appointed by Treas- 
urer Farley. It Is probable that tor 
a while at least the clerks In the 
treasurer's. office will do the work and 
split the salary. 

Governor Wilison may also have, 
the appointment of the appellate 
judge from the Fourth district to suc- 
ceed Judge Henry S. Barker, who 
will become the president of the State 
university in September. 

It is understood, too, that Floyd 
Thatcher, secretary to Commlsslo 
Rankin, is going to Panama as 
secretary to his uncle, M. H. Thatch- 
er, and this will leave a Job open for., 
a young man or a young woman In 
that department.

DEMOCRATS SEEM 
SUBEJMIOTORY 

Confident That They Will Be in 
Control of Sixty-Second 
Congress. 



REPUBLICANS SMILE AT CLAIM 



Declare Opponent* by Blunder De- 
stroyed Their Best Issue— Arizona 
and New Mexico Putting For- 
ward Strong Claims for 
Statehood. 

Washington— The Democrats In the 
house of representatives seemingly 
have lost none of their confidence that 
they are to be in control when the 
Sixty-second congress comes together 
In December. 1911. The regular Re- 
publicans say that the Democrats 
committed a tactical blunder when 
they allied themselves with the Insur- 
gents in the effort to defeat what had 
come to be known as Cannonlsm. The 
old-time regulars declare that the 
Democrats overreached themselves 
because they helped In the effort to 
put out of existence the issue which 
the minority party was depending up- 
on to help to elect Its candidate for 
the house of representatives at the 
next election. 

The Democrats retort that they 
made no mistake, because they have 
shown the country positively that 
when they come into power they will 
not countenance a rules committee 
which will have the power to obstruct 
legislation which the country Is anx- 
ious to have passed. The leading 
Democrats declare that the evidence 
has been so strong of a revolt through- 
out the country against house pro- 
cedure, as It has been the rule recent- 
ly, that they will gain Just as many 
votes by taking the field early against 
Cannonlsm as they would If they had 
put off their opposition until the days 
of actual campaigning before the peo- 
ple. 

Democrats Are Confident. 

In the ranks of the Democracy In 
the house, however, the feeling that 
victory Is to come next November Is 
so Btrong thai even now there is dis- 
cussion as to what Democrat shall 
succeed Mr. Cannon in the speaker- 
ship. Chamr Clark Is the leader of 
the minority, and as a matter of nat- 
ural course It Is to be supposed that 
he will be chosen speaker, but never- 
theless, there are other Democrats In 
the house who have ambitions, and It 
Is perfectly true, as some of the party 
admit, that there has been some op- 
position to Mr. Clark's methods of pro- 
cedure as leader. 

Among the Democrats who are 
known to have at least latent speaker- 
ship ambitions are Ollle M. James of 
Marion, Kentucky, who has been in 
the service of the house for seven 
years; S wager Shirley of the same 
state, whose term of service has been/ 
coincident with that of Mr. James; 
Oscar M. Underwood of Birmingham, 
Alabama, who has been a member of 
congress for 15 years, and John Jo- 
seph Fitzgerald of Brooklyn, New 
York who has been a house member 
for 11 yean. 

Clark In the Lead. 

It seems to be practically assured, 
however, that if the Democrats do 
succeed in carrying the next house, 
they will elect Champ Clark of Mis- 
souri as the speaker. Not all the 
Democrats are In favor of Mr. Clark. 

No matter what opposition may be 
shown to the Missouri member's can- 
didacy In the caucus, the party ma- 
jority will carry the day and it seems 
that almost undoubtedly Mr. Clark 
will be chosen to take the chief seat 
in the next . congress now occupied 
by Mr. Cannon — provided, of course, 
that the hopes of the Democracy are 
fulfilled and that victory comes to 
them next November. The Democrats 
in their high hopes not only are talk- 
ing about the speakership succession, 
but actually are looking at the choice 
committee places with a view to de- 
termining what chairmanships are to 
fall to the lot of the men who stood 
by Leader Clark through the tumult 
and the fighting. 

Chance for Personal Bills. 

With the enlarged rules com- 
mittee of the house of repre- 
sentatives which has Just come into 
legal belrig as a result of the revolt 
of the allied Insurgents and Demo- 
crats there may be greater opportu- 
nity offered for the passage of what 
are known as personal bills. In the 
course of a congress there are Intro- 
duced hundreds of measures. In addi- 
tion to pension bills, and of these only 
a small percentage ever received the 
support of a committee report, let 
alone being given the privilege of ac- 
tual discussion in the bouse with a 
view to passage. 

It has been the complaint in the 
past that the men who were in a po- 
sition of power either on the rules 
committee or because of close person- 
al and political affiliations with the 
speaker, were the ones who were able 
to secure the uninterrupted passage 
or measures which were of particular 
Interest to their districts The non- 
Influential member who had a bill 
which his constituents were demand- 
ing had difficulty at times In securing 
the sanction of the house authorities 
for its passage. The enlarged rules 
committee perhaps will be more con- 
siderate of the legislative desires of 
the less Influential congressmen 
There are bound to be on the com- 
mittee, either tn the majority or the 
minority representation, a man or two 



who because of sympathy with the 
trials of lb* unlnfluebtlal will endeav- 
or to secure for them and their meas- 
ures such recognition as Is possible. 
Ths rules committee does not act on 
many bills but the Influence of the 
members always has been great. 

Now that the committee has been 
enlarged the Democrats probably will 
exercise more Influence than they did 
when the committee was smaller. The 
regular Republicans know that there 
Is a likelihood at any time that the In- 
surgents and the Democrats may get 
together once more and defeat any 
measure which the minority party and 
the minority of the majority party 
consider as being of a nature tDt f**jS' 
ed to cause a return of the old cot^j- 
tlons of bouse control. At any tflLa 
a combination of the Insurgents afl 
Democrats can force the election on 
new rules committee by jolnldk 
forces, passing a resolution to thai 
effect and compelling the election of 
the rules members In the open house 
For these reasons the organization Re- 
publicans on the rules committee. It is 
believed, unquestionably will pay the 
greater heed to objections which may 
be offered at the committee meetings 
by tho Democratic minority member- 
ship. 

Future Conflicts Unlikely. 

Both the regular and Insurgent Re- 
publicans seem to realize that If there 
is to be auy further sharp fighting in 
the ranks of the Republican party the 
time of the conflict should be post- 
poned. The members of both factions 
in the Republican party want to be re- 
elected to congress and each side real- 
izes apparently that the great hope of 
the return of a majority of Republi- 
cans lies In concord for the rest of the 
session and In the passage of admin- 
istration measures, so that the pres- 
ent majority party can go before the 
country with at least a semblance of 
harmony. The desire of the insur- 
gents and regulars seems to be that 
they may be able to say to the people 
that while they had their troubles 
they Anally got together and passed 
progressive Republican measures and 
kept the party faith as outlined in the 
planks of the national platrorm adopt- 
ed at the convention In Chf.'jSgo two 
years ago next June. V 

The Denocrats do not beftve that 
the Republicans can keep in I harmo- 
nious Btate even for the res\ of the 
session. 

Eager to Become States. 

Arizona and New Mexico may be 
obliged to wait "until a more conven- 
ient season" for the honors of 
statehood. The party in power has 
promised that the territorial form of 
government soon shall be a thing of 
the past, but the question which the 
representatives of the two territories 
who are anxious for statehood would 
like to have answered Is just what Is 
meant by "soon." 

The friends of statehood, in their 
anxiety, cannot see any other reason 
for the further exclusion of the terri- 
tories from the union except the one 
political reason that the Republicans 
do not want to add to the senate's 
Democratic membership Just at the 
present time. The Republican lead- 
ers who, while saying that they are 
not opposed to statehood after proper 
preparations for it can be made, deny 
that political considerations have any- 
thing to do with their unwillingness 
to act quickly or, as they put It, 
hastily. It is not altogether assured, 
however, that If the territories were 
to be given statehood at once their 
legislatures w|ould elect four Demo- 
cratic senators. 

Dealing with Mexican Element. 

There Is a considerable element In 
the population of Arizona and New 
Mexico which Is of Mexican extrac- 
tion. Thousands of these people have 
kept their old Mexican ways and a 
great many of them cannot speak 
English. It has been proposed to deny 
suffrage to all men excepting those 
capable of speaking English. 

The desire of Republicans who are 
not opposed to statehood even at the 
present time Is that if admission Is 
given to the territories they shall bold 
their constitutional conventions and 
their elections of state officers at dif- 
ferent times. It is held by the ad- 
vocates of this plan that in the scram- 
ble for the offices the people might be 
led to adopt constitutions without 
proper study of their conditions. This, 
it is said, would happen unless the 
voting on the ratification of the con- 
stitutions and on the election for state 
officers were held at widely separated 

It Is yet problematical whether or 
not statehood for the two territories 
will come to a vpte at the present ses- 
sion of congress. Even those who 
are opposed to admitting them into 
the United States say that the time is 
not far distant when they must be ad- 
mitted, because neither party can af- 
ford to ignore the promise that It has 
made. The Republicans, It Is claimed, 
if they continue in power, cannot af- 
ford to be heedless for any great 
length of time of the president's rec- 
ommendation in favor of granting the 
rights of states to the two southwest- 
ern territories. 

Defense of Railroad Bill. 
The troubles In the house of repre- 
sentatives, the debate In the senate 
on the interstate commerce bill, and 
other matters, have rather shadowed 
. the Issue of statehood for the two ter 
1 rttorles. but within the shadow never- 
theless there has be>»n a half ob- 
scured scene of activity. It does not 
seem probable that the demand of the 
territories for a new form of govern- 
ment which will matte them states of 
the union will long be denied, but II 
the friends of immediate action are to 
be believed the Republicans are none 
too anxlouB Just now to give the ter- 
ritories admission because the ma 
lority party does not wish Immediate 
ly to add four Democratic senators to 
t lie? minority party's representation Id 
thf upper bouse.

NOT LOOKING FOR TROUBLE] 

Young Man Unnecessarily Alarmed 
Over Question Put to Him by 
Old Gentleman.

Custom 
Plowing* 



New Industry 
in Western 

Farm Country 



By G. WELLESLEY BRABBIT 



NEW INDUSTRY, that of power plowing, has sprung up in 

A the west and northwest within the last decade. 
When the Dakotas, Montana, Canada and parts of Texas 
were opened to agriculture the farms were so large that horses 
could not supply the motive power necessary for the plowing 
of the creat land tracts. Traction engines were substituted 
they dragged the plows over the vast stretches of land. 
Thus pow er plowing had its beginning. From this, too, sprung 
custom plowing, an occupation now numbering many hundreds 
of men with an invested capital of several million. These men 
I do not own the farms upon which they work, but plow them with th 
especially made outfits for so much per acre. 

An up-to-date outfit or rig costs $1,000 and consists of a 20 or 30 
horsepower traction engine and a scries of plows, usually in groups of 10, 
12 or 14, called "bottoms." They are rated as 10, 12 or 14 bottom gang, 
according to their number, are attached to an angling platform on wheels 
and arranged in pairB diagonally along the back, with each pair slightly 
in advance of the other. levers are attached to all, so that they may " 
raised or lowered at discretion. When going from one field to another 
the plows are elevated. With this outfit the engineer or owner goes forth 
and breaks up the soil at from $3 to $5 per acre, according to the char- 
acter of the land. If it be new, more is charged; if old, less. The farmer 
in both cases furnishes the coal. 

In appearance the traction engine resembles the ordinary one seen 
during the threshing season in Illinois, only it is larger, with exaggerated 
back wheels. They travel at the rate of two miles per hour over even 
ground and can turn under 25 to 30 acres daily. From five to seven inches 
is the depth of the furrow. 

The cost of running one of these plowing outfits per day is as fol- 
lows : Man to steer, $1.50 ; water hauler, $1 ; board, $3 ; feed for one horse, 
50 cents; sharpening plows, $2.50; oil, $1. About $6 worth of coal is 
burned. 

The good custom plower is bringing up the standards of his craft. 
Having full knowledge that old world plowing methods are superior to 
those on this side of the water and realizing that the American farmer 
often sacrifices quality for quantity, he has set about to reduce plowin; 
European standards and has for the most part produced satisfactory 
results. With his steam engine he can secure quantity; with practical 
knowledge he obtains quality. 

There arc breakers ahead of him, though, that will give him worry 
unless he bestirs himself at once to avoid the trouble; and that is price 
" cutting. Owing to its extreme youth the occupation has no organization 
to speak of ; no power to maintain a standard wage for plowing, and the 
result has been a lowering of wages until now in some portions of the 
west no money is made at all by it. The farmer is glad and willing to pay 
as high as $5 an acre for breaking his land and why less than this should 
be asked is a mystery. Thrcshermen's trade papers, conventions and meet- 
ings will change this and if worked out in time the breakers may be 
avoided. 

Custom plowing does not last the year around, 
though, but that matters little. For by simply unship- 
ping the gang plow from the tractor the latter may 
be used for threshing, road working, and in the winter 
time for hauling. In Iowa, for instance, it hauls corn 
for miles from crib to elevators and from the country 
to railroad points. In fact there is employment to be 
be found all the time, and where there is nothing else 
to do lumber may be cut

Wood Seasoned By Electricity. 
In France a method of seasoning 
wood through the agency of electricity 
is credited with much success. It Is 
called the Nodon-Brottonnean process. 
The timber is nearly immersed In a 
tank of water containing ten per cent, 
of borax, five of resin and a llttla car- 
bonate of soda, and rests on a lead 
plate connected with the positive pole 
of a dynamo. Another similar plate, 
lying on the exposed surface of the 
timber, is connected with the negative 
pole. Thus a current of electricity 
can be passed through the wood, from 
which all the sap appears to be re- 
moved, while the borax and resin take 
Its place In the pores. In a few hours 
the timber is taken out and dried and 
the seasoning Is said to be complete.

It waa with a 
very sore heart I put a ball through his 
head, took the saddle from his back 
and started wagonwards, walking half 
the distance (ten miles) and making 
my after-rider do likewise.

Tou cannot even nil up his place In 
quantity, let alone quality. In thia 
part of Africa, at all events, your suc- 
cess depends enormously upon your 
steed, for the country Is generally too 
open for stalking, and he carries you 
up to your game, In most Instances, as 
near as you like, and it Is your fault 
If you don't succeed. Had I been the 
heat shot that ever looked along a 
rifle, and made of steel, I could have 
done but a trifle without horses. In 
comparison with what I accomplished 
with them. Armed as I was with a 
smooth-bore, not very truo, with heavy 
charges at over 30 yards, it was a ne- 
cessity to get as near my game as pos- 
sible. I am not vain of my shooting— 
I can do what I Intend pretty well at 
from ten to twenty-live yards— but I 
would have given the best shot in the 
world without horses very long odds; 
besides, from the saddle you see so 
much more at your ease, and your at- 
tention for everything that surrounds 
you is so much more free. 

The horses were unshod and sure- 
footed. Introduce them, if possible, 
gradually to tbeir work by letting your 
after-rider use them a few times. He 
Is always out of danger, and If once 
accustomed to the sight of an animal 
at a respectable distance, they can 
aoon be driven up alongside of It, and 
get as eager In pursuit of elephant 
and large game as their riders. 

By neglecting this rule, I very near- 
ly came to grief on an afterwards capi- 
ta] pony. It was his debut, and a 
wounded elephant, charging with a 
scream, so terrified him that he was 
paralyzed with fear and stood stock- 
still after turning round; spurs had no 
Affect, and how we escaped I 
now tell. The bull came within a few 
feet of his tall and then wheeled. I 
can only suppose he got the scent of 
the human being, for he was quite near 



die with his trunk. By a little careful 
treatment this pony became a very 
valuable one and I once In after days 
shot $600 worth of Ivory from his back 
In half an hour. Have nothing to do 
with a vicious or uncertaln : tempered 
horse. If you find you have been taken 
In with such a one, shoot him; the first 
loss may not be so bad as the last. 
Never ride a stutnbler up to anything 
that bites or butts. I bad one, and he 
twice fell with me before a charging 
elephant. Luckily I did not come off, 
and pulled him up Just In time to es- 
cape. Horses used to be cheap enough, 
but I dare say the price has risen. I 
mounted myself well from $40 to $76 
apiece. Your ponies— for they are 
hardly more — ought to be quick get- 
ting their legs, and a turn of Bpeod Is 
desirable, for though In the open It is 
easy sailing away from an elephant, In 
bush or broken ground for 200 yards 
he will sometimes press a slow horse. 

I was once, In particular, hard put to 
It by a smart though ra'her small bull. 
I had fired both barrels, and on he 
came. I might have had 20 yards' 
start, but for the first 100 he gained 
on me, and I bad to ride as if in a close 
A good Hi 



of the tribe who had gone Into the col- 
ony for work having learned to ride. 

One day It was three In the afternoon 
We had followed a herd of elephants 
since 8 a. m., and the traces of the dew 
of the previous night were still visible 
on the trail. Our chances of coming 
up with them were so small that we 
abandoned the pursuit and turned In 
the direction of the wagons. After an 
hour or two the natives began to make 
pathetic appeals as to the state of 
their stomachs, suggesting that they 
had met with hard usage, and that, as 
we had not found the elephants, they 
were not above breaking their fast 
upon quagga, giraffe, or even rhinoc- 
eros. I tried to persuade them that 
elephant was the only dish worthy of 
them or likely to fill those almost bot- 
tomless cavities to which they had al- 
luded; that we might have better luck 
the next day, and that they might put 
off dining till then. If you wish to be 
successful in hunting for large tusks It 
it as well to keep your men on an ele- 
phantlc diet and not pamper them with 
dainties, or they become lazy and care- 
less In seeking the larger game. 
Whether on this particular occasion I 
waR unusually tender-hearted, or their 
appeals were too touching, I do not re- 



poor stock of Bechuana words, I was 
trying to explain my views, In an open 
glade of the forest through which we 
were passing, their hungry eyes fell 
upon two rhinoceroses of the keitloa 
variety, and the eager cry of "Ugh, 
chukuru, mynaar" — the last word a 
corruption of the Dutch mynheer, 
lengthened plaintively Into a kind of 
prayer— waa too much for me, and I 
dismounted to do their pleasure. Fifty 
yards before the animals ran a scanty 
fringe of dwarf thorn bushes, on out- 
liers of which they were feeding away 
from us. I made a long detour and 
came out a hundred yards In front of 
them, the little scrubby cover lying be- 



The day was fast drawing to a close 
when, though In that addled state 
which prevents a man from deciding 
whether to-day Is yesterday or to- 
morrow, my brain seemed stirring 
again In a thick fog. By degrees I be- 
came aware that I was on my horse, 
that a native was leading It and an- 
other carrying my gun beside my stir- 
rup. It all appeared strange, but with 
the attempt to think it out the mist 
came eddying thicker, and I was con- 
tent to let It be. Presently a dim con- 
fused Impression that I was following 
some animal was with me, as In a 
dream; the power of framing and ar- 
ticulating a sentence returned, and I 
drowsily asked the nearest Kafir which 
way the trail led. He pointed in the 
direction we were going; his manner 
struck me; but I had had my say, and 
no other remark waa ready. Men met 
us, among them I recognized two of 
my Hottentot drivers carrying a "car- 
tel," or cane framework, which served 
as a swinging bedstead in my wagon. 
"Where are you going?" I asked in 
Dutch. They stared stupidly. "Whjt, 
we heard you were killed by a rhinoc- 
eros." "No," I answered. Without a 
thought of what had occurred my right 
hand fell faintly from the pommel of 
my saddle to my thigh, with the rest- 
lessness of weakness I drew it up 
again; a red splash of blood upon my 
cuff caught my eye. I raised my arm 
to see what was the matter; finding no 
wound on it, 1 sought with my hand 
for it down my leg, through a' rent In 
my trousers, and so numbed was all 
sensation, that I actually dabbled down 
to the bone In a deep gash, eight inch- 
es long, without feeling any pain— the 
smaller horn had penetrated a foot 
higher up, but the wound was not so 
serious as the lower one. The limb 
stiffened after I reached the wagons 
and, unable to get In and out, 1 made 
my bed for nearly four weeks under a 
bush — the rip, healing rapidly, covered

Denver, Col — "Dick Haynes was a 
young daredevil who would go out of 
way to play with a rattler," said 
an old plainsman. "I have seen him 
kill at least a dozen with a knife, and 
I saw him when he got such a close 
call that he dropped the game and 





return letter from the town of Cradock, 
as far as I remember, 70 miles distant. 
The horse's appearance pleased me 
much, and though I found the owner, 
a Mr. Cock, at first unwilling to part 
with him, I purchased him for $75, a 
large price then; but he was worth It. 
It had Just done 140 miles In 30 hours, 
including five hours oft saddling at 
Cradock.

At 
length 1 grew weary and angry, and 
twice covered him with the gun that I 
might at all events save my saddle and 
bridle: but twice I relented— the crea- 
ture was too good and too tame to 
shoot, and there was a chance that I 
might find him next morning, If he 
were not killed by a Hon during the 
night. So I let him go, and Just before 
sundown set my face towards the wag- 
ons, the encampment lying ten miles 
off. I walked really, I think, for once 
by Instinct; it was soon dark, and after 
three hours, afraid of going astray, I 
decided upon making a fire and camp- 
ing out, knowing I should find the 
wheel-tracks next morning If I did not 
overshoot them. I took out my tinder- 
box and, trying to strike a light, 
dropped the flint, and was on my knees 
feeling for It on the ground with my 
head down, when a muffled shot, which 
I at first took for a lion't pant, made 
me start to my feet, and within 100 
yards of where I was standing, though 
hidden by a belt of thorns, by a sec- 
ond shot I was directed to the wagons.

in that position they are not to be 
killed except at very close quarters, for 
the horns completely guard the brain, 
which Is small and lies very low In the 
head.

Var- 
don, the best rhinoceros shot I ever 
knew, and his audacity, and our con- 
stant success and impunity alone and 
together in carrying on the war 
against these brutes, had perhaps 
made me despise them too much. I 
had so frequently seen their ugly 
noses, when within eight or ten yards 
of the gun, turn, tempted by a twig or 
tuft of grass to the right or left, and 
the wlshed-for broadside thus given, 
that I did not think anything was 
amiss until I saw that if the nearer of 
those now in front of me, an old cow, 
should forge her own length once more 
ahead, her foot would be on me. She 
was so near that I might possibly have 
dropped her with a ball by the nostril, 
and, had she been alone, I should prob- 
ably have tried it; but the rhinoceros, 
when he charges, nearly always makes 
straight for the smoke of the gun, even 
though the hunter is concealed, and I 
knew that If No. 1 fell, No. 2, who was 
within four or five yards of her, would, 
In all probability, be over me before 
the smoke cleared. In the hope that 
my sudden appearance from the ground 
under her feet would startle her and 
give me a chance of escape, I sprang 
up; the old lady was taken aback for 
a moment and threw up her head with 
a snort. I dashed alongside of her to 
get in her rear; my hand was on her 
as I passed; but the shock to her 
nerves was not strong enough, for be- 
fore I had made ten yards she waa 
around and in full chase. 

I should have done better to fire Into 
her as I went by, but it had not oc- 
curred to me, and It was now too late; 
in my anxiety to escape, to put it as 
mildly as may be, I had neglected my 
best chance, and paid the penalty. I 
was a fast runner, the ground was in 
my favor, but In 30 yards from the 
start she was at my heels. A quick 
turn to the left saved me for the mo- 
ment, and, perhaps, by giving my pur- 
suer my flank Instead of my back, my 
life, too. The race was over In the 
next; as the horned snout came lap- 
ping round my thigh I rested the gun 
on the long head and, still running, 
fired both barrels; but with the smoke

In Clutch of Brute When Bear Falls 
Dead— Survives After Being Ter- 
ribly Wounded and Suffers 
Long Time. 

Victoria, B. C— Of the many battles 
that have been waged between man 
and the grizzly none was ever more 
exciting or came closer to death for 
the man than that fought recently by 
James M. Christie, who has come to 
Victoria a few days ago for surgical as- 
sistance. 

Christie and the bear locked in 
close conflict for but a few seconds. 
Then the brute dropped dead and 
Christie was hurled Into the bushes, 
crushed, maimed and blood drenched, 
while the snow for yards around was 
crimson with the blood of the com- 
batants. 

Christie had tracked the bear sev- 
eral miles to punish him for robbing 
a cache of moose meat. He had Just 
fired a shot at a wolf from his rifle 
and found that the sights needed ad- 
justment. Luckily he fixed them at 
once, for within five minutes he heard 
the crackle of the brushwood and saw 
the beast that walks like a man. That 
bears will never attack man Is very 
well in theory; grizzlies are excep- 
tions. This bear came for Christie 
on the run and the hunter had barely 
wing his rifle and pull trig- 
ger with a snap aim for the heart, 
the brute being less than thirty yards 
away. The first shot caught the 
grizzly through the heart and lungs, 
but failed to stop him; a second hit 
the animal In the head. Christie shed 
his snowshoes and tried to dodge into 
the bushes. 

Then came the bear's innings. The 
brush was too thick for the man, but 
the bear tramped It down like reeds 
and pushed forward, roaring and 
grunting in characteristic grizzly 
fashion. As Christie fell In an at- 
tempt to dodge, the bear clapped his 
Immense paw on the man's head and 
began tearing at his face and body. 
The bear gave a vicious snap and 
Christie felt the teeth about his neck. 
In desperation the man threw up his 
right arm and fate directed that he 
should thruBt it into the open Ji 
the bear. Then Christie forced back 
with all his ebbing Btrength.
